Segregation ‘must end 


A civil rights plank in the Democratic Party platform in 
1948 caused Sen. Strom Thurmond of South Carolina and his 
Dixiegrats to denounce President Harry Truman and walk 
out of the Democratic convention. 

When it was pointéd out that the offending plank~ was 
essentially the same one that had been included four years 
previously under-President Franklin Roosevelt, Thurmond 
acknowledged that was true. 

**The differenee is that this guy (Truman) really means it,”” 
Thurmond said. ~* 

Truman couldn't sell racial integration to Congress and 
was less than successful in selling it to the federal bureaucra- 
cy or even the federal courts: But the-one thing Truman had 
absolute control. over, as the commander-in-chief, was the 
military. That Truman integrated. 

Not that the military didn’t object. Forcing white soldiers, 
sailors and Marines to “‘live, eat, sleep and shower with 
members of the Negroid race’’ would have a *‘devastating 
effect on -morale id a report prepared by the military 
commanders. The report pre feted integration would lead to 
a “‘mass exodus”’ from the military by white officers and 
enhsted: men, thereby depriving the military services of 
“‘quality, experienced leadership.” . ~ 3 

Truman’s-reported response to the report was profane, but, 
considering the obscene thinking contained in the report, i 
was appropriate. 

The Korean War-— Truman's war.’- 
no one has ever attributed any of its perceiv 
integrated military or a mythical exodus of leaders. Even 
‘among those who believe the United States was defeated in 
Vietnam, no one has attributed the defeat to the fact that the 
U.S. military serving there —: through the imperfections of 
the Selective Service System — was largely poor and Afri- 
can-American ars - 

During Desert Storm, Gen. Colin Powell emergéd, not:as a 
great-African-American leader and a credit-to-his race, but 
a great American leader and a credit to our country. It 
should frighten us to think that, within most of our lifetimes, 
aman of Powell's military abilities — he is chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff — would have been limited, in our 
¥y, to supply, food service and latrine orderly duties. 

The cost of segregation is high. Albert Einstein lamented 
the human potential lost to segregation in the United States, 
not only because thé minority was not allowed to reach its 
potential but because the majority d to expend part of its 
potential enforcing an unnatural state _ 
As a result, we should be very concerned by the recent 
study by Southern Illinois University at Edwardsville that 
lists Madison as thé most segregated community in the 
Metro East area and the second most segregated community 
in the St. Louis area. - : 

There are no legal barriers to racial integration in Madi- 
son. In fact, those barriers fell down in Madison long before 
the Civil Rights Act of. 1964.started punching holes in them 
nationwide. But removing legal barriers and enforcing legal 
rights are different things and Madison, along with most 
communities in the St. ‘Louis area, according to the study, 
has been slow to do the latter . 
Responding to the study, both Madison Mayor John Bellcoff 
and Madison County Board Member Don Garrett told of 
experiencing the cost of segregation in the past and of their 
hope of ending it in the future. Both said they were upset by 
the study’s results and that they hope all other community 
leaders see segregation as an evil that must be destroyed. 

While politicians,.even most local politicians, have been 
saying for decades that segregation is. evil,-Bellcoff and 
Garrett made it clear they “‘really mean it.’’ It’s time for 
leaders ‘in Granite City and other communities. in the St 
Louis area tq-‘‘really mean it,’ too : 

From Truman's example, we know that while “really 
meaning it’’ can be politically harmful, ‘really meaning it*’ 
an also mean that peopie-of alfraces can work-and live 
side-by-side as members. of a community, whether military 
or civilian, It means racial integration can take place without 
fulfilling dire predictions of racial unrest, that integration 
can take place in‘an orderly fashion and without hysteria, 
and that integration will work to the benefit of all members of 
the community. 7 * 

We owe it to our future to see that Bellcoff, Garrett-and 
those ‘of like mind prevail.

TO THE EDITOR 

For several years,.there has 
been much ado about the serious 
drug problem in Illinois, but 
there hasn't been enough action 

The rhetoric has led to enor- 
mous frustration in our. commu- 
nities because we have not had a 
sustained and consistent attack 
on the problem. 

To be sure, great strides have 
been made on the law enforce- 
ment end. we've enacted and 
enforced stricter drug laws~and 
as a result have filled all the 
state's ‘jails and prisons to over- 
flowing. — . 
~ We've built 14 new prisons in 
14 years — and still the justice 
system is overwhelmed because 
of the dramatic increase in drug- 
related crime. 

Because .of determinate sen. 
tencing, nrore offenders are 
being sentenced to prisofi- “that” 
ever before, but the building of 
new prisons cannot keep up with- 
the influx of new prisoners 

Consequently, offenders are 
being released far before their 
sentence ‘is 6ver, simply to make 
room .for_the-new prisoners.

It. is time to look beyond law~

Criminal justice experts, sub- 
stance abuse treatment profes- 
sionals ad even the media have 
long championed treatment 
and strong, effective, communi- 
ty-based sanctions —-as-sound 
strategy for handling the non-vi- 
olent Substance-abusing offend 

who are overburdening our 
éourt system. 

Treatment, in conjunction with 
intensive supervision, is a™ logi- 
cal, efficacious, safe and cost- 
effective alternative to incarcer. 
ation for certain defendants. 

When treatment is not avail- 
able, the state pays for offenders 
to remain in jail while they wait 
for treatment — sometimes .as 
long ‘as six months or more, at 
taxpayers: expense

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Early eating habits important for children —

The old adage “you are what 
you eat” is trite but true. And 
children develop eating habits at 
an early age that wil'stay with 
thern for the rest of their lives 

hi f fast-food meals, 
carry-out and ice 
am, getting children to eat 
proper, balanced meals never 
has been more important, said 
Debbie Olson, chief clinical 
dietitian at Cardinal Glennon 
Children’s Hospital 

Olson said it-is vital that 
parents and children work 
together to encourage proper 
eating habits 

“The parent is responsible for 
what kinds of food to bring into 
the-house. and also for bringing 
the food to the table, but the 
child is responsible for how 
much and whether he'll eat it,” 
Olson said. 

It is important to find the 
héalthy foods the child will 
enjoy, rather than force 
something healthy, but disliked, 
into a recalcitrant child 

‘The parents do-the 
shopping,”’ Olson said 
don’t buy cakes and’candy, 
kids won't have it to eat 

When most parents were 
children themselves, they were 
taught about the four basic food 
groups: Eat lots of red meat, 
drink lots of milk, have some 
fruits or vegetables, and some 
nice, white bread. By today’s 
ndards, the diet people were 
taught as being healthy in the 
Os or "60s is a recipe for 
obesity and clogged arteries. 

-In recent years, nutritionists 
have been recommending 
low-fat, high-carbohydrate foods. 
Food should have less than 30 
percent of their calories coming 
from fat. People should eat less 
red meat and eat more grains 
and fiber 

One troubling problem for 
many dietitians is.the type of 
food being served in school 
cafeterias. Olson, like many 
other experts, gives the schools 

zenerally poor grade 
hey an always do better,” 
Olson said. ‘*Most schools. in the 
last 10 years have gone back to 
the same fast-food fneals.""
